A  Gold  Medal,  given  by  Dr.  Ciusar,  and  known  as  the  Ciesar  Medal,  and  a 
Silver  Medal,  given  by  Dr.  Siielgrove,  and  knovvn  as  the  Snelgrove  Medal,  may 
beawirdel  in  eac'a  year,  up  >ii  the  spjcial  recommendation  of  the  examiners, 
to  the  candidates  who  obtain  the  tirst  and  sec  id  place  respectively  in  the 
First  Class  of  the  Final  Examination  for  the  Degree  of  D.D.S.  ;  or,  if  the  Gold 
Medal  be  not  awr-ded  in  any  year,  the  Silver  Medal  may  be  awarded  in  that 
year  to  the  Candidate  obtaining  the  first  place. 

Any  person  holding  the  Degree  of  D.D.S.  in  any  other  University,  or  at 
ihetimcof  wriliiigiuteiidiiigtopr-  ccd  to  such  degree  within  a  period  of  six 
months,  shall  not  be  considered  eligible  for  either  of  these  medals. 
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
